Begin by reading what you need. Do a topic search (or a trigger search on Narratives) to 


determine: 
e The author’s point, 


e The author’s tone 


e The passage layout. 
On critical reading the questions are not presented in order of difficulty. 


Translate the questions into “English’ You can’t answer a question if you don’t 


understand what you are being asked, 
Put your finger on the answer. Go ‘back to the passage and find the answer to each 


specific question. 

Use line references and lead.werds to help you find the correct answer in the passage. 
Always read five lines aboyesand five lines below the line reference or the lead word. 
Answer the questions im your own words before you read options. You will avoid stupid 
answer choices by knowing what the answer is before you read any of the choices. 

Use POE to get ridf choices that don’t match yours. Cross out incorrect choices as you 
go. You should-have a definite sense of zeroing in on the correct answer. If you don’t 
cross out in¢6rfect choices, you’ll waste time and energy on rereading wrong answer 
choices. 

Eliminate\answer choices that have extreme wording (must) or violate common sense. 
Be careful on EXCEPT/LEAST/NOT question. The correct answer is the choice that is 


not true. Use the True/False technique. Do these questions last. 
I, IJ, III questions are also very time-consuming and should therefore be saved for last. 


Still eliminating choices is easy and straightforward. 
To read what you need for a narrative passage, do a Trigger Search. Circle the trigger 


words and look for important information around the trigger words. 
Save critical reading for last in verbal section. These problems take a great deal of time to 

answer correctly but they don’t earn you any more points than other questions in verbal 

section. . 

It’s okay to run out of time on critical reading. Most people do. If you are working at the 
proper pace, the questions you don’t have time to tackle are question you would have 


missed anyway. 
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
